THREATENED SKIPPER WANTS 
HIS FORM TO SPEAK FOR HIM

lex Tobin’s record reign as Socceroo 

captain is under threat. But the big 

defender is not about to relinquish his 
leadership role, nor surrender his place in 
the national squad without offering stubborn 
resistance. 

Tobin is the surprise omission from the 
Soccer squad to take on Brazil. 

According to his critics, Tobin, who tums 34 
tomorrow (Wednesday), has passed his use-by 
date and should be assigned to the international 
footballers’ scrap heap. 

Former Socceroo striker Robbie Slater set the 
rumour ball rolling when in his book “The Hard 
Way” the flame-haired Bulldog claimed that his 
long standing mate, Graham Arnold, would 
have been a better leader than Tobin during 
Australia’s last World Cup campaign. 

New broom Socceroo coach Frank Farina 
partially endorsed Slater's opinion by making a 
public declaration that he could not guarantee 
the 87-times capped Adelaide Force player an 
automatic berth in his first World Cup squad. 

Farina must be admired for his honest 
approach in coming to Adelaide to spell out his 
intentions to Tobin. 

The meeting provided a double-edged “clash” 
with Tobin explaining that he had no intention 
of quitting the national squad while spelling out 
that he wished to be judged, not on his age but 
on his form, current at the time the Socceroo 
group is chosen. 

Classic defender Tobin had effectively 
blocked the on-rushing striker Farina as he 
made a typical rush into the penalty area with 
the ball firmly controlled by his skilful feet. 

But former Birkalla junior, Tobin, renowned 
as the stopper who has quelled some of the 
world’s best striking predators, had made yet 
another timely tackle. 

This, though, was a contest with a distinct 
imbalance because Farina also is the “referee” — 
the man with the final say, possessing the power 
to blow the final whistle on Tobin's outstanding 
international career. 

However, when retiring or phasing out a 
champion, the new supremo would do well to 
avoid the possibility of acting in haste and 
repenting at leisure. 

Australia’s player stocks cufrently are rich 
and plentiful, but before discarding a champion, 
be certain that you are not going to need his 
experience when the going gets tough in the 
trenches. 


WHAT FARINA AND 
TOBIN HAD TO SAY 


Farina; “Alex honestly wants to continue 
playing. He said he doesn’t want to be judged 
because of his age, or because he is captain. 

“[ gave him no guarantees that he would be in 
the (World Cup) squad, or in the team and he's 
quite happy with that, 

“He still wants to play because he believes 
that he still has something to offer. It comes 
down to, at the end of the day, my opinion.” 

Tobin: “I've spoken at length to him about 
the situation and I made it clear to him that 'm 
geared towards the World Cup in 2002. 

“If that’s as captain, then that's fantastic — if 
it’s not as captain, then that’s OK too. 

“Basically, it's Frank Farina’s decision, not 
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Alex Tobin: Will fight to the death. 
mine, but retirement is something that I'm not 
considering and it’s something that he’s not sug- 
gested. I’m sure that Frank would be honest 
enough to tell me now, if I'm not in his plans at 
all for 2002. 

“If he told me that, then I would retire. 1 
watched the last World Cup with interest to note 
how many 36-year olds were competing and a 
precedence has been set in that regard. 

“What I would not like to do is to eliminate 
myself from the running and then when qualifi- 
cation time comes around and Australia makes 
it to the World Cup be hit by the realisation that 
I'd retired a couple of seasons too early. 

“Basically, I don’t want the disappointment 
of retiring and then saying, hell, I could have 
been part of the World Cup finals.”

“Tt might have bought itself some favour 
with one media group, but in the process 
alienated a much greater number of print, 


radio, TV and Internet sources,” Lynch _ 


observed.

66 D:: write us off, yet!” That’s the 
message Gippsland Falcons 
board member Ian Campbell is 

giving Soccer Australia, whose NSL criteria 

may well see the Falcons drop out of the 
national league next season. 

The word is that the Falcons may find them- 
selves in the much-talked about second NSL 
division, but Campbell believes speculation is 
premature. 

He also mounted a passionate defence in 
favour of keeping regional clubs in the top 
league. 

“As far as the Gippsland Falcons are con- 
cerned it’s too early to talk about being dropped 
from the league,” Campbell told ABSW.

“Although we haven’t won a game yet, we're 
confident that we're competitive. We're looking 
at a finals berth. We're not even thinking about 
playing in a second division or being omitted 
from the NSL next year,” Campbell said. 

The Morwell club, based in regional Victoria, 
has attracted a business consortium to back it 
and has appointed a new chief executive, Peter 
Quirk, in sweeping changes to lift its fortunes. 


“We've just been through a re-organisation 
period. The creditors have all been settled. We 
are running in the black. We're looking at build- 
ing our sponsorship and improving the prof- 
itability of the club over the season,” Campbell 
said. 5 
“It's a hard slog for regional clubs,” 
Campbell admitted. “But we're looking wider 
than the Gippsland area to attract bigger spon- 
sors. We have about 600 members and will be 
having a big membership drive. We're aiming 
for a 2000 membership next year. 

“The powerbroker clubs (Perth, Northern 
Spirit, Parramatta, Carlton) are putting the pres- 
sure on the small ones, particularly the regional 
clubs, 

“At the end of the year we'll be a lot sounder 
financially and perhaps we can look at getting 
some high profile players, although we’re com- 
petitive with the players we’ ve got. 

“Mehmet Durakovic is to come in. Our 
Scottish import Sandy Robertson hasn't been 
playing for several games. Jeff Hopkins (player- 
coach) still has a knee problem and we're 
watching that very closely,” he said. 

The Falcons have also signed striker Juan 
Nilo, of Bentleigh Greens, as well as defender 
Dean Fak and top goal scorer Peter Kakos, of 
Port Melbourne — two successful Victorian 
Premier League clubs, vying for the State title 
next season, 

“We'll be proving on the park that maybe

you don’t need to spend as much money to be 
competitive as the money the Carltons or the 
Perths are spending. Only time will tell, 1 
guess,” Campbell said. 

“But it is essential regional clubs survive, 
because there would be a lot of guys who 
wouldn’t have played in the national league if it 
wasn’t for the regional clubs. It’s imperative 
that we're kept involved. But to be involved 
we've got to be viable and competitive. 

“We've got to come up to the guidelines that 
Soccer Australia have set, 

“We've got to get our membership up and 
we've got to get our crowds up. 

“These are things we're aware of and we're 
working on them all the time. 

“T believe we can stay in the NSL next sea- 
son. The new board is confident we can. 
They're looking at next year and the year after, 
not only for the short term.”

Tf it’s true, as Les Murray 
mentioned on his “On The Ball” 
programme on SBS (Sunday 17 
Oct) that Soccer Australia wants to 
reduce the competition down to 10 
teams in future, I hope it is not next 
season, as it is too soon to play two 
full sets of home and away rounds 
which equate to 44 rounds in all. 

Because the next two seasons will 
be shorter due to the Sydney 
Olympics in 2000, and the World 
Cup starting early in 2002 in Japan 
and Korea, 44 rounds of matches 
would haye many mid-week 
matches to fill in the shorter season. 

While the idea is good to give 
clubs and players more games to 
increase revenue to pay for higher 


salaries, the Australian public as a 
whole isn’t ready to follow and 
watch so much football every 3 or 4 
days, unless many of the midweek 
games are taken out to the big 
country towns as Kyle Patterson 
also mentioned on the same 


programme,

Although Soccer doesn’t have the 
high profile in the media as Rugby 
League and Aussie Rules, a cut of 
four teams at once could do more 
harm than good. 

A cut of two teams is more 
sensible at this stage for at least two 
seasons of 14 teams, which also 
gives Soccer Australia more than 
enough time to organise mid-week 
games for major country towns in 
future. 

Twenty-six rounds may not be 
ideal, or too short for the next two 
seasons. 

But unless Soccer Australia can 
organise at least 24 games out in the

A reduction to 12 teams is more 
suited after the next World Cup in 
2002. 

My hunch is Soccer Australia will 
try out with only 12 games (one 
home game each club at the most to 
start, with only the biggest towns 
being considered for financial

Those 12 cities or towns at this 
stage should be, Darwin, 
Townsville, Cairns, Lismore, 
Albury, Wagga-Wagga, Gosford, 
Ballarat, Bendigo, Geelong, Hobart 
and Wellington (NZ). 

I left out the Gold Coast, 
Toowoomba, Rockhampton and 
Mackay from Queensland as I may 
seem to be biased. 

A once a year visit to these towns 
with fair dinkum games, for 
premiership points, should be a 
huge success and would also help 
spread the game nationally, by 
having future Soccer stars come 
from the bush towns to the big 
league in the NSL, 

It would also help commercial TV 
get interested in the game if more 
people follow the game from the 
country as well as the cities. 

Let’s see if Soccer Australia has a 
real plan to take the World Game to 
all the people, and not just a 
selected few from three or four 
different ethnic backgrounds in 
future.

He made 48 appearances (22 goals) at centre for- 
ward for the ‘Geordies’ before transferring to Chelsea 
in January of 1948. He made 324 appearances for 
Chelsea scoring 128 goals before stints with Fulham 
(143 apps for 23 goals) and finally Queens Park 
Rangers (45 apps 0 goals) which saw his career con- 
clude in the 1961/62 season, 

Roy Bentley also also made 12 appearances for 
England as well as being a representative of the 


English League and England ‘B’ side. 

I can find no trace of any link with Roy to 
Australia, 

For a full list of Australians to play overseas I 
wrote an article entitled “The first Aussies Abroad’ 
which was printed in the current issue of the 
‘Australian fanzine Studs Up.

be: way the modern game is run weighed heavily 
on the 1-1 draw between Canberra Cosmos and 
Perth Glory at Bruce Stadium on Friday night. 

When New Zealand referee Brian Precious 
dismissed Perth's Brazilian defender, Edgar Junior, 
in the 32nd minute, he was applying the letter of 
football law the way FIFA wants it — impersonally, 
without discretion, with no regard to mitigating 
circumstances. 

It was fairly obvious Precious gave himself some 
time to consider his verdict after he had whistled up 
Junior for tugging back Ivo de Jesus close to the 
edge of the Perth penalty area. 

He took the defender to one side and appeared to 
give him a long lecture before finally reaching for his 
notebook and the red card. 

In the end FIFA's policy of justice without mercy 
prevailed, The result was a game spoilt, and a good 
slice of entertainment denied the 3,760 spectators at 
Bruce Stadium. 

Neither coach had a good word to say about the 
decision. Perth's Bernd Strange said it "was a hard 
thing for the referee to do...it changed the 
complexion of the game because we had only one 
striker, with the other one playing as a wing back." 

More surprisingly, Cosmos coach Tom Sermanni 
was not particularly pleased at having to play 
against a 10-man opponent, "It was a better game 
when it was 1] y 1," he said. 

"There were two teams out there playing good 
football, getting up into attack, creating good 
chances.” 

"After they got the lad sent off, Perth played the 
10-man game very well. They got behind the ball, 
soaked up the pressure, and they frustrated us.” 

And everyone else, especially the supporters who 
were beginning to settle to an enthralling, free- 
flowing contest, 

After just four minutes a delightful passage of play 
involving Ivo de Jesus and Jason Polak ended in 
Daniel Watkins shooting wide of the Perth goal. 

The ever-dangerous Bobby Despotovski probably 
should have done better with an unchallenged header 
following a Perth corner; Canberra's Scottish import 
Brian Hamilton shot just over the bar; Tony Franken 
saved well from Watkins and, at the other end, 
another effort from Despotovski went across the face 
of the goal. 

All this was before the 32nd minute send-off. 
Afterwards the incidents — and excitement — 
thinned considerably.

On the surface, the clash appeared to be a mismatch 
with Force, through their own inept planning in 
prematurely retiring Milan Ivanovic and releasing Corey 
Artone and Danny Vidakovic, was barely able to field a 
squad.

With Nick Sabljak and Carlo Talladira still sidelined 
through injury, the new-look Force had Vilson Knezevic, 
Ivan Zelic and Matthew Kemp making their home run-on 
debuts. 

Fusco was called into the fray in the 38th minute when 
Force captain Alex Tobin compounded the agony of a 
‘frustrating week by breaking down with a groin injury. 

Force had saved nothing for a rainy day and this was a 
rainy night when neither side reigned, 

Adversity had earlier belted the Blues when in the 12th 
minute, Joe (Tricky) Tricarico was carried off after twisting 
a knee, paving the way for the introduction of tough Kiwi 
competitor, Atkinson. 

Carlton was unlucky not to have snared a stoppage tin 
winner when big Markovski thundered a 20 metre free-kick 
which was deflected against the far post before being 
cleared by the grateful Force defence. 

And the Blues housed valid reasons for claiming a 28th 
‘minute goal when a lob from impressive Scot, Mike Conroy 
was clumsily palmed and fumbled back towards his net by 
the startled Knezevic. 

Visiting players in the vicinity of the incident claimed 
the “goal” but Munro later said his men did not yell loudly 
enough to reinforce the accusation.

NORTHERN SPIRIT 
SYDNEY OLYMPIC

controversial ‘own goal’ in the 17th minute last Friday 
Ass enabled an unusually hungry Sydney Olympic to 
defeat a luckless Northern Spirit 0-1 at the North Sydney 
Oval in arguably the best action packed battle seen so far 
this season. As a spectacle the entertainment value was 
enormous. 

‘But despite this goal, the Spirit almost pulled the match out 
of the fire four minutes into stoppage time, 

Aggressive defender Luke Casserly had pushed well up on 
the left to cross to the first post for his striker David Seal. From 
point blank range Seal blasted but Olympic’s heroic goalkeeper 
George Bouhoutsos made-@ fabulous reflex save. 

And six minutes into the second session, Seal should have 
scored an equaliser that could have so easily tumed the match 
180 degrees. 

This time player-coach Graham Amold, who had started the 
game in the sweeper’s role, pushed up into the attack line for 
the second half and head flicked on to Seal. With Bouhoutsos 
racing well off his line in seeing the danger, Seal in attempting 
to clip the ball over him, also just cleared the horizontal, 

‘A serious and sullen assistant Spirit cosch lan Crook was 
Jefi in no doubt that Olympic’s goal came from a ‘hand ball’ as 
‘he addressed the media, 

“J feel their goal was a ‘hand ball’ but we could have been 
down by three or four goals at halftime,” said Crook. 

In a spectacular action packed three seconds in the 17th 
minute, Olympic’s left midfielder Lindsay Wilson crossed into 
the Spirit's box where lanky striker Zlatko Arambasic blasted 
onto the Spirit's post with fellow striker Pablo Cardozo 
heading the rebound onto the underside of the cross bar, 

But as the ball back spun back into play, and as Cardozo 
was about to connect yet again, he was barrelled from behind 
by his own player, towering stopper Ante Juric who was also 
hungry to make contact with the rebound. 

Cardozo later confessed to ABSW: “I was about to hit it 
again and in the wild scramble ] was knocked from behind, and 
the ball deflected off my arm and crossed the line,” 

‘A very cruel blow for the Spirit to lose a match, but in fact 
the Spirit in the first session was almost totally overpowered by 
a highly electrified Olympic midfield that hungrily won the 
ball time after time. 

In this department the ‘steel content’ was constantly 
provided by the industrious Marcus Phillips and Scotty Thomas 
whilst Cardozo and playmaker Gabriel Mendez repeatedly tore 
gapping holes in the Spirit's defence lines with their excellent 
ball skills and crossings. 

Cardozo may have been the unwilling culprit in the ‘illegal 
goal’ being awarded, but in reality he starred throughout the 
entire match . 

Using his wonderful control and peripheral vision, he 
constantly dropped back deep and opened up the Spirit with his 
lateral or diagonal crosses, long through balls to supporting 
players plus firing at the target from long range at least four 
great shots, 

‘The Spirit understandably felt downhearted at their third 
Joss in five outings, but in all honesty Olympic was flying so 
high that they could have defeated any other team, on the night, 
the way they played. 

One very furious Spirit player later inthe dressing rooms stated: 
“There is some very bad refereeing in the NSL and we haye now 
fost three matches with some very bad decisions. You just can't 
talk to them as they threaten you with cards,” 

Rarely has Olympic played with such vigour, fight, fire and 
great unselfishness which over the many years in the NSL has 
notoriously characterised their style of play. 

Only one Olympic player failed to unite and contribute to 
team play. His selfishness cost his team a possible two more 
goals by failing to pass, 

In the seventh minute a power laden 30 metre drive by the 
Spirit’s stopper Matthew Bingley following a Matthew 
Langdon cross from the left and hooked on by Seal, saw the on 
target hot missile tipped over the bar by Bouhoutsos. 

In the 27th minute the Spirit ‘keeper Johnny Perosh made a 
magnificent block to deny Cardozo joy with his lightening 
pivotted blast from eight metres. Cardozo again missed a goal 
in the 37th minute when he unleashed a lethal left footed drive: 
from just inside the box that flashed inches wide of the left 
upright. 

Olympic was playing with such hunger and high 
confidence, throwing everything “but the kitchen sink’ at the 
Spirit, it was a wonder how the north Sydneysiders held out. 

Substitute striker and former Olympic player Abbas Saad 
came on for the Spirit and seven minutes from normal time let 
fly a violent rocketting drive from 35 metres that had 
Bouhoutsos fully stretched to his left for a mighty save. 

‘Olympic’s coach Branko Culina stated later: “It would have 
been unjust had they scored at the end.” 

Oustanding for Olympic were Cardozo, Bouhoutsos, 
Mendez, Thomas, Tsekenis, Phillips, Baillie and Juric whilst 
for the Spirit Perosh, Casserly, Arnold and Langdon refused to

Meanwhile, the always solemn and sceptical Souths’ boss 
Angie Postecoglou, quietly expressed his disappointment, 
stating: “This resull wasn’t good, as we played very well, but in 
patches only, as we lost concentration.

abor opposition leader Kim Beazley 

descended on Somers St to sell the republican 
Yes vote and an inspired Knights outfit rallied to 
their own cause, beating fellow Croatian club 
Sydney United 1-0 last Sunday for their first win 
of the season, 

Knights coach Joe Biskic showed a relieved smile. 
Another loss could have meant his demise, but the 
players got behind their embattled coach and stepped 
up when it counted most. 

Adrian Cervinski made a triumphant return from 
Sydney Olympic to Sunshine with a busy display up 
front, partnering Mijo Trupkovic in the absence of 
injured Ivan Kelic and playing a major role despite 
obviously lacking some match fitness. 

The popular striker lasted the distance and helped 
give coach Joe Biskic his first points for the season, 

“It’s great, Our first win. They (United) put some 
pressure on us in the second half, but we handled it 
well and we won the game. Ceryinski had a great shot 
that went onto the bar and Trupkovic headed it in. 
Cervinski made a lot of difference,” Biskic said. 

“T told the boys as long as we score first, we'll get 
some confidence back. It was important for us to 
score first and we did,” he said, 

United coach David Ratcliffe made no excuses. 
“This was the worst we’ye played all season. The 
Knights were more committed than we were. We did 
not commit ourselves and that’s not the way. The 
Knights got what they deserved today. They were the 
better side,” Ratcliffe said. 

‘The Knights engineered their first opportunity after 
13 minutes from a Zeljko Susa pass. The classy 
midfielder, likely to swap Melbourne for an overseas 
venture soon, connected with Alex Kiratzoglou who 
crossed the ball into the box. Midfielder Michael 
Reda, starting in place of the suspended Mark Silic, 
rose at the near post but headed just wide. 

Cervinski had his first shot, a half volley outside 
the box, two minutes later, but United ‘keeper Brett 
Hughes easily saved. Ransford Banini headed wide a 
Susa cross in the 26th minute. 

United's first chance arrived after 30 minutes, 
when former Knight Tom Pondeljak unleashed a 
powerful drive, which Knights ‘keeper Martin John 
parried before securing the ball. 

But straight from the counter Cervinski was only 
centimetres away from putting the Knights ahead, His 
right foot shot on the edge of the box drove through 
the United defence and swung just wide of the far 
post. 

The Knights prodigal son was instrumental in his 
side’s opening goal. His 30-metre shot was palmed 
onto the bar by a desperate Hughes, but an alert 
Trupkovic headed the rebound in an exposed goal for 
the Knights’ third goal in five matches. 

Only minutes later Cervinski put through Susa 
inside the box for what could have been a second 
goal to the Knights. Susa reached Trupkovic at close 
range, but this time Hughes intervened and Susa 
sidefooted the rebound over the bar, leaving the 
Somers St club a goal up at half time. 

‘The Sydneysiders got their second chance a minute 
after the interval, but Nick Bosevski’s shot on the 
turn flew over the bar. United continued to press, but 
the Knights defence with Banini and Rod Vargas in 
charge, held firm, 

United got its last chance four minutes from the 
finish, when Vargas fouled Bosevski just outside the 
box. But Nahuel Arrarte’s freekick sailed over the 
wall and wide of goal. 

For the first time in five rounds the Knights looked 
the better side. The season may have turned the 
corner for the former champions. They play South 
Melbourne on Sunday for another tough encounter. 

“Tt will be hard, but we're looking forward to the 
game.

Q: How do you think Sydney 
2000 could change your life? 


A: I don’t think it will change 
my life drastically. Don’t get me 
wrong, it will be an unbelievable 
experience, but at the same time, it 
will just be a part of my life. In the 
end, while it’s one of the biggest 
tournaments, life goes on as nor- 
mal after it, and that’s how I'm 
looking at it.

Q: What motivates you?

Q: Con Blatsis is both a South

A phone call from Newcastle on the eve of the 
Matildas’ departure for the Oceania World Cup 
Qualifiers in October last year was to turn Hughes’ 
life around. Upon hearing her mother had been 
diagnosed with a brain tumour, Sunni immediately 
headed north. 

Mrs Hughes underwent surgery and then 
required 24 hour care. Doctors said she had only 
two to twelve months left. Today Mrs Hughes is 
much improved and doing ‘quite well’. 

“She was pretty stoic and strong throughout, 
whilst the rest of the family was falling apart,” said 
Hughes of her mother. 

“We hold doctors up as authority figures, but 
T’ve found now that I don’t like them putting a 
time limit on mum’s or anyone’s life. It puts you in 
a frame of mind where you're scared, thinking 
‘this is it? when little things worry you. Mum’s

I'd 
been away in Japan for four years, so that 
was really the silver lining — we were able

Joyous at the extent of her mother’s recovery 
after enduring such agonising periods during the 
peak of the illness, everything has now come 
together nicely for Hughes. 

All roads suddenly led back to Canberra as soc- 
cer once again beckoned, and Hughes took a 
chance and relocated to the capital, ready to join in 
training for the 1 September restart at the AIS. 

“[ always kept my hopes up during that time off 
that maybe I'd get the chance again. I just thought 
if I’m meant to get another go, it’ll happen. I main- 
tained my fitness, but I didn’t back on it quite hap- 
pening this way. 

“Mum got better, which was crucial to me giv- 
ing it another go, Plus I spoke to Chris (Tanzey), 
and he wanted me to as well,” 

“J felt really positive,” she said of trying her 
luck again with the side. “Plus with talking to 
Chris, he said things would be a bit different, and 
everything's been really positive and looking 
good, With Mum going well, everything’s now 
bright and shiny — just falling into place nicely.” 

Back in amongst it alongside her old teammates, 
plus some new youngsters she'd barely even met, 
it was soon evident that Hughes hadn’t lost that 
nous for goal. 

Her sharp return to form has also helped lift 
Northern NSW Pride to new heights. 

Before the month was out, her efforts were 
rewarded with inclusion back into the OAP Squad. 

“The time away has made me relax more in a 
game. When someone close to you's life is at 
stake, it helps you see the big picture. 

“It’s taken the pressure off. There used to be lit- 
tle things that worried me during a game, but now 
it doesn’t matter. It's given me a new appreciation 
of life. I just wanted to come back and enjoy the 
game.” 

Although she has the Olympics well within her 
sights, Hughes is not one to be carried away with it 
all. 

Characteristic of the ‘Sunni’ personality, 
Hughes prefers not to focus so much on hard and 
fast goals, but more to ride the wave. 

Taking enjoyment from the process itself is just 
as important, a concept equally advocated by 
Tanzey. 

“T'm really one to just go with the flow — enjoy 
the moment, and that’s always what I’ve tried to 
do, although it’s a bit easier now. Mainly it’s just 
one day at a time, setting goals within each day.” 

Working under new National Coach Tanzey, 
Hughes is lifted by the new aura of excitement that 
now exists around the program. 

The highly experienced athlete who has played 
professionally in Japan and Denmark can see good 
things for Australia’s future. 

“T can’t say enough about Tanz — you notice 
such a passion. The way he does things lifts every- 
one. He doesn’t settle for second best or half mea-

“T think I’m playing a bit better than before. I'm 
just more relaxed, and Chris’ coaching approach 
encourages imagination on the field within those 
guidelines.

“{'m really looking forward to it,” she said on 
the eve of the team’s departure.

They will line up alongside players who are 
barely known in Brazil itself, such as defender 
Milton do O and midfielder Mozart. 

A total of 41 players were picked and there 
‘was further confusion as Luxemburgo named a 
senior squad with no goalkeepers, saying that he 
wanted to see last weekend’s Brazilian champi- 
onship games before making his final decision, 

Brazil are away to Spain in a full international 
friendly on November 13 and play away to 
Australia on November 14 and 17. 

The last two matches will be used as warm-ups 
for the Olympic Games qualifying competition in 
January and February. 

The decision to send Ronaldo and 
Luxemburgo to Australia is apparently to placate 
local organisers, who wanted Brazil to send a 
strong squad. 
Ronaldo will not take part in the Olympic quali- 
fiers, although he may be included in the Games 
themselves as one of the three permitted over-age 
players. 

Last month the Brazilian Football 
Confederation (CBF) issued a press release giv- 
ing an assurance that it would include top-line 
players in the squad for Australia. 


‘The squad for the Spain match was made up 


entirely of foreign-based players as the match 


coincides with the quarter-finals of the Brazilian 
championship. The squad will be coached by 


Luxemburgo’s assistant Candinho.

IS ‘OUTSTANDING’ 


ngland’s bid to host the 
Bie World Cup is out- 

Standing and on a par with 
that of Germany, a delegation 
from world soccer’s governing 
body FIFA said last week. 

“Tt is an excellent bid,” declared 
Alan Rothenberg, the American 
head of the delegation that visited 
stadiums around the country and 
enjoyed lavish hospitality during a 
five day inspection tour. 

Rothenberg also called the 
German 2006 bid “outstanding” 
during his group's five-day visit to 
that country the week before and, 
asked to compare the two, replied 
simply that “each was excellent”, 


He insisted that each bid was 
being looked at in “absolute” rather 
than comparative terms, 

“We aren't making any rank- 
ings,” he added. 

Alec McGivan, director of 
England's bid, said Rothenberg’s 
summation “seems to me like a 
pretty reasonable description of our 
bid,..I really couldn’t have asked 
for a better visit from our point of 
view.” 

The six-man inspection delega- 
tion was reduced to five halfway 
through their English visit when 
China's Zhang Jilong had to leave 
because his wife was admitted to 
hospital. 

The group has yet to visit the 
remaining three bid candidates 
Brazil, Morocco and South Africa 
and no dates have yet been finalised 
for those trips although they are 
expected to be early in the New 
Year. 

Rothenberg, summing up the 
visit at a final news conference, 
said Germany and England had 


been inspected first because of con- 
cerns about the weather later in the 
year and they were impressed with 
what they had seen. 

“First of all, the English written 
bid submission was outstanding,” 
Rothenberg said, 

He said that the inspectors had 
tried to gauge the depths of soccer 
passion among ordinary people and 
officials and again “what we saw 
was extraordinary”. 

Rothenberg called the organisa- 
tion of the visit “near perfect” and 
said there was “probably the most 
sophisticated security that we've 
seen”, 

“The stadiums obviously are out- 
standing. Obviously new Wembley 
is going to be a magnificent facili- 
ty,” he said. 

“Probably we were as much 
impressed by those facilities that 
have been renovated without 
destroying the traditions such as 
Anfield and Villa Park,” 
Rothenberg added, 

Asked whether the loss of the 
Twin Towers at Wembley, which 
are not due to feature in the new 
stadium to be built on the site, 
would be a negative factor, 
Rothenberg smiled: 


“T looked through the FIFA list of 
requirements and that wasn’t 
required.” 

The inspection team met Prime 
Minister Tony Blair and were taken 
by helicopters of the Royal 
Squadron to Wembley, where they 


landed on the pitch, 
They also visited Villa Park, 
Derby's Pride Park and 


Sunderland's Stadium of Light 
before travelling to Liverpool and

A gala banquet was then held at 
Hampton Court Palace Kevin 
Keegan, former striker Gary 
Lineker and Hollywood actor Hugh 
Grant.
